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NUMISMATIC  FINDS  FROM  THE  EXCAVATION  OF  VIKING  AGE 

YORK

Until  the  Industrial  Revolution  the  City  of  York  was  the  second  city  in  England,  its  history 
mirroring  that  of  the  nation.  In  turn  it  was  a  Roman  fortress,  an  Anglo-Saxon  capital,  a 
Viking  stronghold  and  trading  centre,  and  then  the  Norman  and  medieval  ‘capital  of  the 
North'.  Its  continuous  occupation  and  prosperity  have  left  an  unequalled  wealth  of  buried 
remains  below  the  modern  city  centre  and  since  1972  the  York  Archaeological  Trust,  an 
independent  charity,  has  been  continuously  carrying  out  rescue  excavation  on  sites  about  to 
be  destroyed  by  redevelopment. 

Currently  work  is  in  its  final  months  at  a  site  in  Coppergate,  ‘the  street  of  the 
woodworkers’,  in  the  heart  of  the  Viking  Age  settlement  and  here,  for  the  first  time,  the 
houses,  workshops  and  backyards  of  England’s  principal  Viking  colony  are  being  revealed. 
Waterlogged  soil  has  preserved  organic  remains  of  wood,  textile  and  leather  in  remarkable 
condition  -  wooden  buildings  stand  up  to  six  feet  high  in  places  -  and  among  the  1 1,000  and 
more  intrinsically  interesting  objects  has  come  a  series  of  later  Saxon  silver  pennies,  as  well  as 
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other,  rarer  pieces  of  numismatic  interest.  These  finds  are  important  both  in  themselves  and 
also  as  guides  to  other  associated  objects  and  structures.  The  numismatic  finds  have  been 
identified  and  studied  by  Elizabeth  Pirie  of  Leeds  City  Museum,  for  whose  invaluable 
assistance  the  York  Archaeological  Trust  is  most  grateful. 

Most  of  the  coins  have  come  from  earth  floor  levels  inside  houses  and  workshops  where 
they  were  lost  and  then  trampled  in.  Two  radically  different  styles  of  building  have  been 
found,  and  the  later,  which  incorporates  heavy  oak  planking,  is  dated  by  the  coins  to  the 
period  c.  960-990.  This  numismatistic  date  coincides  beautifully  with  that  which  researchers 
at  Sheffield  University  have  worked  out  for  the  felling  of  the  oak  trees  which  provided  the 
timbers,  which  were  apparently  cut  down  in  the  decade  950-960.  The  pennies  include  two  of 
Eadgar  (959-975)  BMC  iii  by  Fastolf  of  York,  and  two  of  Aethelred  II  (978-1016)  -  a  First 
Small  Cross  struck  at  York  by  Styr,  the  first  time  he  has  been  recorded  for  this  type,  and  a 
First  Hand  coin,  struck  at  York  by  Outhgrim,  also  a  first  occurrence  of  the  moneyer  for  the 
type.  Another  coin,  recovered  in  several  fragments,  which  may  relate  to  this  phase  of  building 
is  a  BMC  i  of  Eadwig  (955-959)  struck  by  Heriger. 

Behind  these  houses  and  workshops  were  backyards,  which  were  mainly  used  as  areas 
where  domestic  rubbish  could  be  disposed  of.  The  less  tidy  townsfolk  simply  flung  their  debris 
out  of  the  back  door,  where  it  accumulated  in  quite  deep  layers,  but  others  made  the  effort  to 
dig  rubbish  pits.  The  excavation  of  one  of  these  produced  fragments  of  pottery  wine  vessels 
from  the  Continent,  testifying  to  one  type  of  the  luxury  goods  the  wealthy  merchants  of 
Viking  Age  York  imported.  Alongside  these  pieces  was  found  another  First  Hand  coin  of 
Aethelred  II,  struck  at  York  by  Fastolf. 

Beyond  the  backyard  area,  and  near  the  River  Foss  which  formed  the  boundary  of  the 
plots,  stood  other  buildings  which  may  have  served  as  warehouses,  and  in  one  was  found  the 
latest  Anglo  Saxon  issue  to  be  uncovered  on  the  site,  a  Short  Cross  penny  of  Cnut,  struck  by 
the  York  moneyer  Thurgrim  in  the  period  1029-35.  This  coin  is  particularly  useful  from  the 
archaeological  point  of  view  as  it  provides  the  only  good  indicator  for  the  date  of  this  build¬ 
ing. 

As  the  excavation  proceeded,  earlier  buildings  came  to  light  near  the  modern  street 
frontage,  directly  below  the  plank  built  houses  and  workshops,  but  constructed  in  an  entirely 
different  way,  with  walls  of  twigs  woven  around  stake  and  post  uprights.  Since  these  timbers 
are  not  big  enough  to  be  dated  in  the  way  that  the  larger  planks  mentioned  above  were,  the 
coins  found  in  and  around  these  older  buildings  are  even  more  significant  for  dating  purposes 
than  those  already  described.  These  buildings  seem  to  have  had  a  longer  life,  although  often 
repaired  and  reconstructed,  for  the  associated  coins  span  approximately  half  a  century.  The 
earliest  is  one  of  the  York  St  Peter  issues,  without  sword,  dated  c.  905-920,  and  the  latest  is  a 
cut  halfpenny,  broken  in  half,  of  a  BMC  i  issue  of  Eadred  (946-955).  From  the  intervening 
years,  and  richly  evocative  of  the  contemporary  heavy  struggle  between  English  and 
Scandinavian  rulers  for  supremacy  at  York,  comes  a  small  group  of  four  pennies  found 
together  where  they  had  been  lost.  Two  were  of  the  English  King  Athelstan  (924  939)  and 
include  one  of  BMC  i.  Blunt's  N.E.  I  style,  minted  by  Willuf,  and  one  of  BMC  vi  a.  minted  at 
Chester  by  Wulfstan.  On  this  latter  Athelstan  styled  himself  REX  TOTIUS  BR1TANNIAF 

King  of  All  Britain,  but  the  other  two  coins  found  with  it  show  that  this  primacy  could  not 
be  handed  on  to  his  successor,  for  they  are  both  examples  of  the  Raven  pence  struck  in  York 
by  the  Viking  King  Olaf  Guthfrithsson  (939-94  1 ). 

This  same  group  of  buildings  is  of  exceptional  numismatic  and  archaeological  interest 
because  one  of  the  structures  seems  to  have  housed  either  a  moneyer  or.  more  probably,  a 
die  engraver,  whose  workshop  was  active  in  the  period  c.  915-960.  The  evidence  for  this  has 
come  with  the  discovery  of  two  lead  trial  pieces  and  an  iron  die.  The  trial  pieces  are  irregular 
in  shape.  One  is  strip  like,  and  has  on  one  face  both  obverse  and  reverse  impressions  of  a  pair 
of  dies  for  Frothric,  moneyer  to  Eadwig  (955-959).  with  another  rather  battered  obverse 
impression  on  its  other  face:  the  second  bears  a  reverse  impression  for  Regnald  of  York, 
moneyer  to  Athelstan  (924  939).  No  coins  from  either  die  have  vet  been  traced.  The  details 
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on  both  are  crisp  and  close  examination  shows  compass  lines  and  laying-out  points  used 
during  die-engraving. 

The  die  itself,  unique  in  Anglo-Saxon  numismatics,  is  the  lower,  obverse,  die  from  a  pair 
used  in  York  to  strike  pennies  of  the  St  Peter  type,  with  sword,  c.  920.  Once  again,  details  are 
generally  clear,  but  no  coins  from  the  die  have  yet  been  identified.  The  die  is  cylindrical  in  its 
upper  part,  widening  slightly  above  a  broken  tang,  and  measures  approximately  nine  cms.  in 
length.  Further  work  will,  it  is  hoped,  answer  some  questions  about  the  die’s  metallurgical 
structure  -  clearly  it  will  be  a  focus  of  interest  and  research  for  some  time  to  come. 
Meanwhile,  there  is  the  hope  of  finding  more  corroborative  evidence  to  augment  this  insight 
into  the  working  conditions  and  techniques  of  tenth-century  coin  production.  Although  the 
site  will  remain  available  until  July  1981,  shortage  of  funds  will  prevent  total  excavation,  and 
so  it  seems  that  part  of  this  evidence  will  not  be  recovered  but  will  be  destroyed  during  the 
redevelopment  scheme. 

Elsewhere  on  the  site,  two  other  coins  have  recently  been  found  in  positions  where  they  are 
extremely  useful  as  indicators  of  the  date  of  important  events  in  the  area’s  history.  One,  a 
penny  of  the  CUNNFTTI/CNVT  type,  minted  c.  895-903,  came  from  a  rubbish  pit  which 
clearly  preceded  the  laying  out  of  buildings  in  a  carefully  regulated  way  on  the  street  frontage. 
It  thus  helps  to  pinpoint  when  the  area  was  first  divided  up  into  the  tenemental  pattern  which 
has  persisted  in  this  part  of  York  right  up  to  the  present  day.  The  second,  a  contemporary 
imitation  of  a  penny  of  the  Viking  King  Sihtric  (921-926),  was  found  above  the  dismantled 
remains  of  a  Roman  stone  building  and  demonstrates  that  that  particular  demolition  work 
had  been  undertaken  by  fairly  early  in  the  Viking  Age  at  York.  Also  from  the  Viking  Age 
levels  is  what  purports  to  be  an  Arab  dirham  minted  at  Samarkand  in  the  early  tenth  century. 
However,  preliminary  inspection  of  the  metal  content  of  the  coin  suggests  it  may  be  a  con¬ 
temporary  forgery  and  further  analysis  is  now  eagerly  awaited.  Whether  genuine  or  forgery 
this  is,  surprisingly,  the  first  time  that  one  of  these  Arab  coins  has  been  found  at  York, 
although  they  have  occurred  in  several  Yorkshire  hoards  and  are  clearly  linked  with  Viking 
activity  in  Britain. 

As  the  excavation  continues,  more  coins  will  undoubtedly  come  to  light  -  at  the  time  of 
writing  one  more  fragment  is  awaiting  identification  -  and  within  the  next  eighteen  months  or 
so  all  the  post-Roman  numismatic  finds  from  the  Coppergate  site,  together  with  all  other  such 
finds  from  the  last  eight  years  of  intensive  excavation  in  York,  will  be  definitively  published 
by  Elizabeth  Pirie  in  a  fascicle  in  the  series  The  Archaeology  of  York,  further  details  of  which 
will  be  available  in  due  course  from  York  Archaeological  Trust,  47  Aldwark,  York 
YOl  2BX.  Previous  fascicles  on  the  archaeology  of  York  are  available  from  the  York

A  group  of  Umayyad  dirhams  recently  brought  to  London  for  sale  included  I  14  coins  dated 
A.H.  80  to  85.  'Abd  al  Malik's  reform  of  A.H.  77  A.D.  697  seems  not  to  have  been  applied 
to  the  silver  coinage  until  two  years  later  and  by  A.H.  86  the  organisation  had  settled  down 
with  only  three  or  four  mints  operating.  The  coins  described  in  this  note  were  therefore  struck 
while  the  Arabs  were  formulating  the  mint  procedures  that  were  to  last  for  the  next  three 
centuries. 

The  metrological  data  is  set  out  in  the  table  below  and  it  will  be  seen  that  only  two  mints 
are  represented,  al  Basra  and  Damascus.  No  coins  of  A.H.  79  were  included  although  both 
mints  were  operating  in  that  year  but  as  this  date  tends  to  be  sought  after  by  collectors  as  the 
first  year  of  the  Post  Reform  series,  any  specimens  could  have  been  removed  before  the  coins 
reached  the  present  owner.  Only  three  dates  are  represented  for  al  Basra.  80.  81  and  82.  when 
the  mint  was  closed  down  until  A.H.  100. 1 

The  Damascus  coins  range  from  A.H.  80  to  85  with,  additionally,  single  specimens  of 
years  89.  96.  100  and  107.  This  mint  is  known  to  have  operated  continuously  from  A.H.  79 
to  128  although  its  coins  are  scarce  for  dates  after  A.H.  105.  In  addition  the  coins  offered  for 
sale  in  London  included  Umayyad  dirhams  of  Wasit  dated  between  A.H.  89  and  128  and 
some  Abbasid  pieces.  From  their  colouration,  it  seems  likely  that  they  all  come  from  a

different  source  and  therefore  have  not  been  considered  in  this  note.  It  is  not  clear  to  which 
group  the  stray  Damascus  coins  of  89-107  belong  but  their  evidence  adds  little  to  the  points 
considered  here. 

One  coin  from  each  mint  dated  80  is  illustrated  and  it  will  be  seen  that  the  style  of  the 
engraving  differs.  On  the  obverse  of  the  al-Basra  coin  the  letters  are  rounded  and  short  and 
the  surrounding  circles  are  larger  in  diameter  than  on  the  Damascus  coin.  On  the  reverse  the 
conjunction  ‘wa'  is  on  the  third  line  at  al-Basra  but  the  second  at  Damascus.  From  these 
differences  it  seems  evident  that  the  two  types  of  coin  have  been  produced  by  engravers 
working  to  different  designs.  The  suggestion  made  in  respect  of  later  Umayyad  dirhams  that 
all  the  dies  were  engraved  at  one  central  mint,2  is  therefore  unlikely  to  be  valid  for  the  first 
years  of  the  series. 

Another  variation  that  was  noted  by  Walker3  in  his  authorative  catalogue  of  this  series,  is 
the  position  at  which  the  reverse  marginal  legend  begins.  Walker  had  perforce  to  work  from 
the  few  specimens  of  each  year  available  to  him.  It  is  now  possible  to  state  that  for  all  the 
coins  in  the  present  group  from  al-Basra  except  one,  the  legend  begins  at  2  o’clock,  or  just 
before,  whereas  all  the  Damascus  pieces  except  two  begin  at  3  o’clock.  This  presumably 
reflects  a  different  mint  practice  at  the  two  places  and  shows  that  the  relative  positions  of  the 
marginal  and  central  legends  were  not  random.  The  exceptions  are  Damascus  at  180°  (A.H. 
82)  and  90°  (A.H.  83)  out  of  position  and  may  have  been  due  to  an  engraver’s  error.  This 
would  indicate  that  the  margin  was  engraved  before  the  central  legend  and  hence  that  the 
‘marking  out’  of  the  die  for  engraving  used  two  separate  master  examples. 

The  single  exception  at  al-Basra  is  of  the  year  80  and  is  270°  out  of  position  with  the 
remainder.  This  could  of  course  also  be  an  engraver’s  error  but  the  fact  that  the  British 
Museum  specimen  of  year  79  noted  by  Walker  (No.  299)  also  has  the  reverse  margin  in  this 
position  suggests  an  alternative  explanation.  Further,  of  the  ten  coins  of  year  79  for  which 
Walker  notes  the  relevant  information,  seven  also  follow  this  rule,  the  exceptions  being 
Damascus,  al-Kufa  and  Marw.  It  is  possible  therefore  that  a  deliberate  change  was  made  at 
al-Basra  in  A.H.  80  that  altered  the  relative  positions  of  the  reverse  legends.  If  so  the  present 
coin  was  struck  before  the  change  took  effect. 
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Turning  to  the  metrological  data,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average  weight  of  the  1  14  coins  is 
2.812  grams  with  the  41  specimens  from  al  Basra  slightly  less  at  2.805  grams.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  average  weight  of  the  Damascus  coins  dated  80  to  82  is  almost  the  same  as 
that  of  the  al  Basra  coins  of  those  years  whereas  the  coins  of  years  83-85,  when  al  Basra 
closed,  have  an  average  weight  somewhat  heavier  at  2.826. 

Of  perhaps  greater  significance  is  the  comparison  of  the  overall  weight  with  the  theoretical 
weight  of  a  dirham,  traditionally  calculated  to  be  2.97  grams  of  7/10  or  the  mithqal  of  4.25 
grams.  A  check  of  the  60  or  so  specimens  from  all  mints  recorded  by  Walker  for  the  years  79 
to  85  inclusive  produces  an  average  weight  of  2.71  grams,  ignoring  clipped  and  damaged 
specimens,  i.e.  a  shortfall  of  some  9  per  cent  on  average.  Walker's  only  comment  was  that  the 
average  weight  of  all  the  sound  specimens  he  recorded  in  his  catalogue  was  nearer  2.90 
‘which  is  not  far  off'  (2.97)  but  he  seems  not  to  have  noticed  the  far  lower  average  of  the  first 
few  years. 

The  evidence  of  the  present  hoard  increases  the  likelihood  that  the  weights  of  coins  actually 
circulating  towards  the  end  of  the  first  century  of  the  Hijra  were  appreciably  lighter  than  the 
official  weight.  And  it  would  appear  both  from  the  data  quoted  here,  and  from  Walker's 
figure,  that  the  average  weight  increased  with  time  during  the  Umayyad  period  -  a  most 
unusual  circumstance  and  not  explicable  by  differential  wear  as  the  earlier  coins  extant  have, 
on  average,  as  little  wear  as  the  later  coins. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  tabulated  data  that  for  eight  out  of  the  nine  mint/date  combina¬ 
tions  listed,  the  median  weight  is  slightly  higher  than  the  average  weight.  Over  the  whole 
series  of  1 14  coins,  the  difference  is  about  2  per  cent  and  this  implies  a  distribution  that  is  not 
evenly  spread  around  the  average.  A  histogram  was  therefore  constructed  showing  the  weight 
distribution  in  steps  of  0.01  grams.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  sketch,  it  is  quite  clear  that  at 
some  stage  or  stages  in  the  history  of  the  coins,  the  heavier  pieces  have  been  removed.  As  the 
tabulated  data  shows,  this  effect  is  fairly  consistent  from  year  to  year  and  the  maximum 
weights  recorded  vary  through  the  surprisingly  small  range  of  2.888  to  2.908  grams. 

If  the  histogram  is  replotted  in  steps  of  0.05  grams,  it  shows  what  is  virtually  half  of  a 
normal  Gaussian  distribution  with  its  original  centre  at  2.85  to  2.90  grams,  very  close  to  the 
overall  average  for  the  Umayyad  series  quoted  by  Walker.  The  elimination  of  the  higher 
weight  specimens  could  have  taken  place  at  three  stages,  viz.  before  striking,  after  striking  but 
before  circulation,  and  during  circulation.  The  first  two  possibilities  would  have  been  part  of 
the  official  activities  of  the  mint  in  providing  coins  to  an  authorised  weight  standard.  Coins  or 
blanks  that  were  over  the  standard  weight  would  either  have  been  remelted  or  adjusted  by 
clipping  to  come  within  the  acceptable  tolerance.  Such  official  clipping  would  rarely  be 
apparent  if  applied  to  the  blanks  before  striking  as  they  were  probably  produced  from  a  sheet 
of  silver  using  shears.  However,  after  striking,  any  clipping  would  remove  a  section  of  the 
edge  with  its  striking  cracks.  Of  the  1 14  coins  examined,  only  two  specimens  showed  striking 
cracks  all  round;  most  showed  cracks  along  some  section  of  the  edge  and  few  had  no  visible 
striking  cracks.  It  would  appear  therefore  that,  after  striking  the  coins  had  almost  all  been 
clipped  to  some  extent.

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The  question  remains  of  whether  this  was  an  official  adjustment  to  a  maximum  weight 
standard,  or  an  unofficial  adjustment  to  the  minimum  weight,  or  diameter,  that  would  pass 
current.  The  evidence  provided  by  this  hoard  does  not  point  conclusively  in  one  direction 
rather  than  another.  Certainly,  blatant  clipping  was  applied  to  Umayyad  dirhams  at  the  later 
periods  when  the  flan  diameter  at  Wasit  was  substantially  reduced  c.  A.H.  123.  Three  of  the 
present  specimens,  all  of  unusually  low  weight,  also  have  lost  appreciable  segments  of  their 
Hans.  One  factor  which  may  indicate  official  adjustment  is  the  very  sharp  and  regular  cut  off 
of  the  histogram  at  the  heavy  end  with  2.90  grams  seemingly  the  intended  limit.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  appearance  of  clipping  on  almost  all  the  coins  below  this  weight  could  hardly  be 
due  to  a  wish  not  to  exceed  2.90  grams.  An  alternative  suggestion  might  be  that  an  unofficial 
clipper  was  aiming  at  an  acceptable  diameter  rather  than  an  acceptable  weight;  many  of  the 
coins  are  reasonably  round  in  spite  of  being  clipped. 

More  evidence  is  needed  before  such  conjecture  can  be  of  any  value.  All  that  can  be  safely 
said  at  present  is  that  the  indications  are  that  the  coins  from  al-Basra  and  Damascus  circulat¬ 
ing  c.  A.H.  85  had  an  acceptable  weight  of  something  below  2.90  grams  whereas  the  official 
weight  of  the  dirham  was  2.97  grams.  The  reasons  for  the  difference  are  not  clear  but  one 
possibility  is  that  this  represented  the  mint  charges  needed  to  finance  the  extensive  recoinage 
made  necessary  by  the  coinage  reform.

The  issue  of  1824  was  obviously  quite  small  for  the  4  Pice  of  this  date  is  very  much 
more  difficult  to  find  than  that  of  1825.  It  is  unfortunate  that  separate  mintage  figures 
are  not  available. 


There  are  three  major  varieties  recorded  for  both  the  4  Pice  and  1  Pice  of  1825  but, 
curiously,  there  are  no  known  varieties  in  the  design  of  the  2  Pice.  The  nature  of  the 
varieties  of  the  4  Pice  concern  the  right  tip  to  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  This  wreath 
tip  may  point  up,  or  down,  or  in  a  straight  line.  Whilst  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
determine  the  rarity  of  each  variety  with  any  certainty,  for  they  are  seldom  described 
in  such  detail,  the  information  gleaned  from  fellow  collectors  does  help  in  making  some 
assessment.  Most  collectors  seem  to  find  the  ‘wreath  tip  points  down’  and  the  ‘wreath 
tip  in  a  straight  line’  fairly  easy  to  obtain  but  I  only  know  of  one  with  ‘wreath  tip  points 
up’.  I  had  to  examine  a  number  of  these  coins  to  find  one  with  the  wreath  tip  in  a 
straight  line  so  it  may  be  reasonable  to  assume  that  ‘down’  is  the  ‘usual’  variety  and 
most  easy  to  find  (the  1824  coins  and  the  proof  of  1825  are  of  this  variety),  that  the 
‘straight’  variety  is  less  likely  to  be  found,  with  the  ‘up’  variety  being  quite  rare.  A 
reasonably  accurate  assessment  of  each  variety  would  probably  be — ‘down’ — C, 
‘straight’ — S,  ‘up’ — R2. 

The  varieties  of  the  1  Pice  are  of  a  different  nature  and  concern  the  number  of  dots 
under  the  letter  on  the  reverse  with  two  dots  one  dot  or  none  at  all.  It  can 
be  assumed  that  the  ‘two  dot’  variety  is  normal,  later  reducing  to  one  before  dis¬ 
appearing  altogether.  All  of  these  varieties  are  quite  easy  to  find  although  the  ‘one  dot’ 
is  clearly  the  most  common.  An  estimation  of  the  rarity  of  each  would  suggest  the 
following:  2  dots — S,  1  dot — N,  no  dot — S.  The  proof  is  of  the  ‘two  dot’  variety.  The 
1  Pice  of  1833  is  a  local  copy  which  turns  up  fairly  regularly  although  it  is  not  a  common 
coin. 


There  is  also  a  pattern  4  Pice  of  1824  of  similar  design  to  those  issued  but  with  the 
value  in  the  centre  of  the  reverse  expressed  ‘IV  PIP.  It  is  doubtful  if  more  than  one  or 
two  of  these  exist  which  would  give  it  a  rating  of  R7.  The  Parsons  collection  contained 
proof  4  Pice  of  1824  and  1825. 

Although  the  mintage  figures  are  given  they  really  seem  of  little  use  to  us  in  this 
instance.  One  would  expect  the  4  Pice  and  1  Pice  to  be  much  easier  to  find  than  the  2 
Pice  but  the  survey  indicates  that  there  is  not  a  lot  of  difference.  It  is  strange  that  there 
are  no  distinctive  die  varieties  for  the  2  Pice  in  spite  of  the  large  number  coined. 

As  can  be  seen  most  of  the  currency  coins  and  varieties  can  be  found  with  a  little 
patience  but  the  proofs  are  extremely  rare  and  difficult  to  locate,  as  is  usual  with  proofs 
of  this  period  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the  lack  of  mules  and 
concoctions  of  this  series  compared  with  others  of  the  same  period  made  at  the  Boulton 
Mint.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Who  Was  Who  in  the  Roman  World.  Edited  by  Diana  Bowder.  9j  x  ins.  256  pp.  248 
illus.  +  15  maps  and  4  genealogical  tables.  Oxford,  Phaidon  Press,  cloth,  £8.95  (by  post 
£9.95). 

This  book  includes  anybody  who  was  anyone  in  the  Roman  world  from  the  legendary 
foundation  of  the  City  in  753  B.C.  down  to  the  fall  of  the  Empire  in  the  West  in  A.D.  476. 
Over  1000  biographies  are  presented  ranging  across  the  whole  gamut  of  Roman  society,  from 
saints  to  scoundrels.  The  style  is  succinct  and  readable,  a  remarkable  achievement  consider¬ 
ing  that  Dr.  Bowder  has  eleven  other  distinguished  contributors  under  her  editorial  wing. 
Each  entry  gives  the  basic  information  about  the  character  concerned,  brief  background  and 
cross-references  to  other  people  associated  with  the  prime  character.  At  least  one  bibliogra¬ 
phical  reference  is  generally  given  at  the  end  of  the  entry  to  more  detailed  sources.  A 
particular  feature  of  the  book  are  the  illustrations  which  include  portrait  busts,  monuments, 
sites  and  coins.  The  latter  are  of  especial  interest  to  the  numismatist  as  most  are  shown 
enlarged  so  that  the  fine  portraiture  can  be  better  appreciated.  Eighty-nine  of  the  illustrations, 
about  a  third  of  the  total,  feature  coins  —  a  handsome  bonus  which  makes  the  book  even  more 
acceptable  to  the  numismatist.  After  the  main  sequence  of  alphabetical  order  of  the 
personalities  there  is  an  index  to  persons  who  do  not  have  individual  entries,  a  glossary  and 
bibliography.  In  all,  a  highly  useful  book,  well  produced  and  reasonably  priced.

Coins:  An  illustrated  survey  650  B.C.  to  the  present  day.  Edited  by  Martin  Jessop  Price. 
13y  x  9j  ins.  370  pp.,  over  2000  illustrations,  including  79  in  colour,  numerous  maps. 
London,  Hamlyn.  Cloth,  supplied  in  slip  case,  £25  (by  post  £26.50). 

This  book  is  large  physically  (you  will  need  a  big  shelf  for  it)  and  in  its  coverage.  Dr.  Price  of 
the  Department  of  Coins  &  Medals  in  the  British  Museum  has  brought  together  sixteen  con¬ 
tributors  and  has  written  the  Foreword  and  one  of  the  twenty  chapters  himself.  It  has 
obviously  been  a  gigantic  undertaking,  and  it  has  worked.  The  book  must  be  counted  as  the 
best  overall  survey  of  coins  and  coinage  (it  also  includes  a  chapter  on  paper  money)  available 
at  present.  The  contributors  have  been  carefully  selected  and  each  is  well  known  in  the  area  in 
which  he  or  she  writes.  Curiously,  the  authors  hide  their  light  under  the  proverbial  bushel  as 
none  are  identified  as  to  their  posts  or  involvement  in  numismatics.  They  include  not  only 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  coin  cabinets  in  the  national  and  other  major  museums  but  also 
several  collectors  and  students  noted  in  their  special  fields. 

The  strength  of  the  book  lies  in  its  fantastically  wide  coverage  and,  not  least,  in  the 
photography  by  Ray  Gardner  which  brings  out  some  amazing  details.  There  are  purists  who 
insist  that  coins  should  always  be  illustrated  at  actual  size,  but  the  reviewer  is  not  one  of 
them.  The  majority  of  the  coins  illustrated  are  shown  enlarged  with  the  degree  of  enlargement 
noted  beside  them  -  and  detail  suddenly  becomes  apparent.  Each  chapter  has  an  enlargement 
in  colour  as  a  frontispiece,  and  they  really  are  show  stoppers.  The  original  die  engraver  could 
never  have  envisaged,  let  alone  seen,  the  serene  beauty  on  the  face  of  the  nymph  Arethusa  on 
the  dekadrachm  of  Syracuse,  the  splendid  posture  of  horse  and  rider  on  the  5-taler  loser 
(redemption  coin)  of  Duke  Heinrich  lulius  of  Brunswich-Wolfenbiittel,  or  the  confident 
command  of  script  on  the  gold  200-mohur  piece  of  Shah  Jahan  as  printed  here. 

With  a  book  of  this  size  and  coverage  it  is  obviously  impossible  to  provide  an  in  depth 
review  here;  one  either  has  to  whet  the  appetite  or  take  up  the  whole  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
discussing  each  of  the  sixteen  contributions.  The  latter  is  obviously  impossible,  so  one  can 
only  say  that  the  book  is  a  ‘must’  for  anyone  with  an  overall  interest  in  coins.  The  price  is  not 
too  high  for  what  is  presented  here  -  it  is  well  produced  and  ideal  for  that  special  Christmas 
present,  or  for  that  matter  any  present,  to  yourself  if  no  one  else  will  give  you  a  copy!

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PRESS  RELEASE  FROM  THE  ROYAL  MINT 

ISSUE  OF  HALF  SOVEREIGNS  AND  GOLD  COIN  SETS  DATED  1980 

We  have  pleasure  in  announcing  details  of  a  limited  issue  of  1980  dated  proof  half  sovereigns 
and  4-coin  sets  containing  the  gold  £5,  £2,  sovereign  and  half  sovereign  coins.  Earlier  in  the 
year  details  were  announced  of  a  limited  issue  of  100,000  proof  sovereigns  including  those  to 
be  issued  in  the  4-coin  sets. 

A  maximum  of  10.000  of  the  4-coin  gold  proof  sets  will  be  issued  and  this  will  be  the  first 
time  these  sets  have  been  made  available  to  collectors  since  1937.  Unlike  the  sovereign,  which 
is  also  struck  as  a  bullion  coin,  in  1980  £5,  £2  and  half  sovereigns  will  only  be  minted  in  proof 
condition.  A  maximum  of  100,000  proof  half  sovereigns,  including  those  reserved  for  the  4- 
coin  sets,  will  be  issued. 

The  production  of  proof  quality  coins  necessitates  the  use  of  highly  polished  dies,  carefully 
selected  blanks  and  meticulous  quality  control.  The  relief  design  on  these  coins  will  have  an 
attractive  frosted  finish  which  provides  a  beautiful  contrast  to  the  mirror  like  background. 
The  design  on  the  reverse  of  all  of  these  coins  depicts  Benedetto  Pistrucci's  portrayal  of  St. 
George  slaying  the  dragon.  This  powerful  and  handsome  design  first  appeared  on  the 
sovereigns  of  George  III  and  has  been  used  for  all  United  Kingdom  gold  coins  since  1893. 
The  obverse  features  the  famous  portrait  of  Her  Majesty  created  by  Arnold  Machin  R.A.  The 
Latin  inscription  on  the  coin  translates  as  “Elizabeth  II,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  Queen, 
Defender  of  the  Faith”.  The  coins  do  not  show  the  denomination  and  are  only  distinguishable 
from  each  other  by  their  size  and  weight;  the  weights  of  the  coins  are  proportionally  related  to 
their  value.  The  total  weight  of  fine  gold  in  the  4  coins  slightly  exceeds  2  ounces. 

The  half  sovereign  is  packed  in  an  attractive  red  presentation  case  together  with  a  descrip¬ 
tive  leaflet.  The  4-coin  gold  set  is  supplied  in  a  leather  bound  presentation  case,  also  with  a 
descriptive  leaflet.  Each  of  the  coins  is  supplied  in  a  transparent  plastic  capsule  to  minimise 
the  risk  of  damage  which  may  occur  if  the  coin  is  incorrectly  handled. 

The  United  Kingdom  price  of  the  half  sovereign  will  be  £65  and  the  4-coin  set  £1,100. 
Initially  there  will  be  a  limit  of  two  half  sovereigns  and  one  4-coin  gold  set  per  application 
which  will  be  restricted  to  previous  buyers  of  coins  from  the  Numismatic  Bureau.  Applica¬ 
tions  will  be  dealt  with  strictly  on  a  first  come  first  served  basis.  Any  surplus  after  fulfilling 
orders  from  previous  buyers  will  be  available  to  other  applicants  strictly  in  order  of  receipt  of 
application.

Hoard  of  Greek  coins  found.  The  Times,  6  October. 

French  archaeologists  digging  near  the  town  of  Gulnar,  high  in  the  Taurus  Mountains,  have 
discovered  some  5,200  silver  coins  in  three  vases,  the  richest  Hellenistic  hoard  found  in 
Turkey.  Professor  Emannuel  Laroche,  former  director  of  the  French  Institute  of  Archaeology 
in  Istanbul  and  a  member  of  the  Academy  in  Paris,  discovered  the  Meydancik  Kalesi  site, 
where  the  hoard  was  found.  He  said  tue  coins  found  by  Dr  Alain  Devasne  two  weeks  ago, 
dated  from  the  end  of  the  fourth  and  the  beginning  of  the  third  centuries  BC.  Most  were 
struck  by  Alexander  the  Great  and  the  ruler  of  Egypt,  Ptolemy  Soter. 

Professor  Laroche  said  the  coins  of  Ptolemy  were  particularly  interesting  because  they 
showed  the  widespread  influence  of  Ptolemaic  Egypt  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean.  They 
would  also  help  to  date  the  mountain-top  castle  at  Meydancik,  which  he  discovered  in  1969 
and  where  he  has  been  conducting  digs  for  the  past  10  years.

Two  Greek  coins  have  been  found  by  schoolboys  on  a  Roman  site  at  Kelling,  Norfolk.  The 
coins  date  from  the  third  century  B.C.  It  is  only  the  second  time  Greek  coins  have  been  found 
on  a  Roman  site  in  Britain.

On  night  of  20.5.1965  Pte.  Watson  was  a  member  of  a 
patrol  formed  from  “C”  Co.,  Parachute  Regt.,  then 
operating  at  Ad  Dimnah.  The  task  of  the  patrol  was  to 
set  up  an  ambush  on  a  high  feature  approx.  600  yards 
from  the  Co.  position.  At  about  2100  hrs  the  patrol 
opened  fire  on  a  party  of  about  20  enemy  approaching 
their  position.  Almost  immediately  the  patrol  came 
under  heavy  and  accurate  small  arms  and  rocket 
launcher  fire  from  the  flank  from  two  other  enemy 
groups,  each  twelve  to  fifteen  men  strong.  At  this  stage 
both  wireless  operators  with  the  patrol  became 
casualties.  Watson  on  his  own  initiative  immediately 
gave  first-aid  to  one  of  them  who  had  received  a  serious 
wound  in  his  arm  and  was  losing  a  great  amount  of 
blood.  He  also  administered  morphia  as  the  man  was  in 
great  pain.  At  this  stage  the  patrol  was  still  under  heavy 
and  accurate  fire  and  Watson  exposed  himself  in  a  most 
selfless  fashion  whilst  giving  this  first-aid. 

The  medical  officer  attached  to  the  Co.  at  that  time, 
who  subsequently  examined  the  wounded  soldier  on  his 
evacuation  to  the  Co.  Aid  Post,  is  of  the  opinion  that 
Watson's  prompt  and  efficient  action  saved  the 
wounded  man's  life. 

Watson  then  attended  to  the  other  wounded  man 
whom  he  believed  to  be  still  alive.  Again  with  complete 
disregard  for  his  own  safety,  he  gave  the  man  artificial 
respiration,  including  the  “kiss  of  life”  treatment,  for 
over  an  hour  in  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  save  his  life. 
Throughout  the  action  Watson,  who  had  never  before 
been  under  fire,  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary 
manner  displaying  a  selfless  dedication  to  his  wounded 
comrades  at  considerable  risk  to  himself.
